- That on Saturday Ofob.the 8. £681. about five a Clock in the Even- 


ing, one Mr. Walter Bains came to Mr, Adams Cellar in the 
bench Priſon, and 'ſent for me out of the Garden in the Kings Bench; 
who upon fight, told me, he way ſorry to ſee me-in that place; af- 
terwards engaged me to.accept of a Pot of Beer or Ale : In, the time of 
its drinking, Mr. Baizes ſhewed and expreſſed the greateſt Kindneſs that 
could be expedted from a Brother, which, made-me believe he had ſome de- 
gn. Then he deſired to, know what ſort of Wine I would drink, I told 
him, not any; beſides the Cellar had none ; but he called then for Brandy, 
which we had. Then he told me Mr. Brownrig was ſent Priſoner to Tork 
Caſtle for Treaſon, and for appearing for my Lord 7% rag And alfo the 
faid Baines ſaid, he had ſent a Note to my Lord Shaftsbwry, to demand Fifty 
{ ſhillings for Service and Charges that was. due to him, done for the Lord 
Shaftsbury at ty requeſt, as he pretends ;. and that my Lord ſent him word, 
it wasa and a cheat put upon him,therefore would pay him no fuch Biſl. 
At the fame time he told me, I could not but know much of the Lord 
Shaftsbury's Peſigns againſt the King ; and that I might do well to diſcover 
it to him, who was ready todo me any kindneſs, and. deſired an oppartunity.. 
Alfo, that he had been lately with Mr. Graham: And that he hath great'in 
tereſt with my Lord Hyde, (allthis time I underſtood what was deſigning 
for my kindneſs). I conſtantly and truly told him, I knew . of 
4 my Lord Shafesburys deſigns againſt his Majeſty ;. onely this I did know 
formerly from Mr. Baines about three Months ago, that he was then of an 
opinion that /Mr. Brownrig could diſcover ſome unlawful. proces guage | 
the Lord Shaftsbury, which, I confeſs, 11 did; wiſh might be diſcovered; for 
although I have ſerved his Majeſty in Exg/and,anti beyond Sea, (and noother 
interetf)and as inſtrumental in his Majeſties Reſtauration as any perſon ef my 
fortune could be,ſo I am for his continuance. by all lawful meang,and never.to 
ſtudy the deſtruction of his Friends or Enemies by unjuſt deſigns. T have cauſe 
to believe my Lord Shaftsbury loves his Majeſtie; tor he always. was plea- 
ſed toſhew me reſpedt tor that I had ſerved his Majeſtic. Bo 
Now night drew onfor Mr. Baines to be gone; all the time he ſtaid was 
ſpent with a great deal of Zeal upon me an the ſame Subject : He told me I 
ſhould have a Pardon, and need not to fear it ; I would not deny his' profer. 
But he further told me, Iſhould be confiderably rewarded ; neither'did I 
deny that, but told, when I was requited for my former, I would ſerve his 
Majeſtie in what I could. Lee here was a Deſign laid, although I had rea- 
fon to take it unkindly to have any thing fixt upon me, or to make me an 
inſtrament beyond my knowledge, yet was reſolved to humour the buſi- 
neſs. Upon which Mr. Baines took his leave this night, and told me at par- 
ting, he would in a few days ſee me again ; but lett me with ſuch promitfes 
as at preſet T'cannot expreſs, not much queſtioning my Knowledge...

ſee me, but ſorry"to ſee us both in that condition, . for; he.was a Priſoner as 
I was; he told me he had femoved himſelf laſt night from one of the Com- 
pters. I required of -him how he came ro,beat a Waiters houſe 2 He told 


me it was not denicd lum,-alrhough I could not be admitted one night. 1 
| B "1 *Under- 
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underſtood he was engaged in the Deſign ; 1 confidered he had been a man 
of; bad Priaciples, \{heretore was-refolved to ſand; upon my , guard. Pre- 
{ently he told me, he was to tell me Thad an opportunity to be a better mmkn 
in my fortune than eyer I was before; and that now I had an opportunity 
to. make. my Fortune : And that T might haveFive hundred/pounds per@y- 
n& {et|ed. upon me and my Heirs, or Ten thouſand pound in' Money, which 
Ipleaed , if would diſcover what I knew'ef my Lord Shaftsbury and his 
deſign. ia changing the Government to a Commonwealth , and witndls a- 
nit bats I replied and told him, no body would believe I thould be made 
privie.to ſuch a Deſign, ( if ſuch a thing was) being T had ſerved his Ma. 
Kite in England and beyond'Sea. | He anfwered, I was the likelieſt man-to 
know ; for he knew T had ſerved the King , and had been flighted and ineg- 
ted. I told him that was true, / T anſwered him again, T never deſired 

Any thing of his Majeſtic for my Service, bit that which wonld coſt him 
nothing.; but onely have the'preference of others, that never-had been con- 
cerned in his Majelties ſervice, by way of farm on part of his'Majeſties Re- 
venues : He told me his Majeſtic knew me,/arid'that he was ſenſible of my 
Service and Sufferings, and defired to gratifie me ; for he often told me, ow 
was the time to do ſomething which would 'advance me ; for it muſt now 
be a King or a Commanwealth : For the Earl of Shaftsbury's Party would 
ut onely make uſe of me, to ſlight me: when their buſineſs was done. [ 
told 'him , 1 was with , my Lord Shaftshary the night before he' was appre- 
'hended, and that Sir Thomas Armſtrong was there, a perſon I knew out of 


Hyvour, on purpoſe that he might fpeak out his full mind ; but ftill told him, 


I knew nothing of any defign: I atfo told him, I would fay :nothing,:nor 
appear at Court, until I was conſidered for my' —— ; (@ thing T never 
expected ). and asfor going to Court , I never intended it ; but the more 
told him I knew nothing of a Deſign, the more he pur me'in mind of what 


" Reward 1might have, in ſuch worgs that T ought to Swear it, whether] 


knew any thing or nothing of the buſineſs. ' Now I fully aw the Deſign; 
andalthough I itaid late, at my returnT beganito conſider who I ſhould make 
this buſineſs and deſign known to, being a ſtranger in the Kings Bench; /] 
obſerved one who appeared to me to be a fober and ſenſible perſon ; that 
night I repaired to him, and ( Jeſt I ſhould be tempred with what offers 


were made) T told him, that I had a deſign to commit a Secret to him; 


Whereupon I told him, and defired him to put the fame in Writing; and 


, that if ever I declared more than what I did t 2n to him, (that was ) That 


Tknow nothing of any Plot or Deſign againſt his Majeſtie intended by m 

Lord Shaftsbury. 1 told him this, and declared it in the preſence of God; 
andif ever I ſhould be tempted. to Swear more than this at any time, it 
was for Reward ; and that I deſired him to witneſs the truth of this againſt 
me; and that I would daily give him an account of what paſſed for the fu- 
ture, which I deſired him every day to put down 'in Writing, which I be- 
live he hath done ; as alſo the theconſtant Invitations abroad, and the Vi- 
ſits they gave me here, which were ſo frequent to me, as nothing could be 


more.” 


' Mr. Booth told me, I muſt appear at Court, and I ſhould have an aſſi- 
rance of my Reward from ſome perſons of Honour : T told him, I would not 
truſt any Courtier T knew, for a Groat ; T1 am fatisfied he was put upon this, 
but by whom, God knows, Iam aſſured not by his Majeſtie. 

That on Wedneſday Ooh. the 12th, 168 1. I Was invited by Mr. Booth to 


dine with him that'day at Mr. Weaver's houſe ; which I refuſed, ( although 
he ſent a Waiter, and promiſed him fatisfaQtion for his attendance.) | After 


Dinner 
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I, 
Dinner he ſent again; 1 went, and found Mr. Baives with him, both riſing 
from Dinner : | I was moſt kindly received; with Wine and good words, wor- 
king upon, me. to come in a Witneſs againſt my Lord Shofechury' deſigning 
to change the Government ; declaring, I;had. an opportunitie 'to make my 
Familie and. Friends, as they had expreſt, formerly. I told them, as-I had - 
done before, Until I was ſatisfied for bþy-paſt Services, I would not be concer- 
ned any way at Court. They told me, ;I might be aſſured of what I would 
deſire from my Lord Halifax and my Lord Hyde. Mr. Booth required 


what wonld fatisfie me : : I, told him, It they would give me two thouſand 


Guineys towards the injurie I had. received, and my Friends upon my ac- 
count, I would. diſcover what I knew, Mr. Booth told me, -a greater thing 
was intended me; for I was intended five hundred pounds ger Anmm, or ten 


' thouſand pounds in money : But I till told them, I knew nothing of any De- 


ſigne by my Lord Shaftshury. The more I declared I knew nothing, the 


more Mr. Booth urged the Reward. . I told him (when he was fo ene 


when I had the money, and a general Pardon, I would then do any ſervice 
could ; but I would not truſt the promiſes of Courtiers. Mr. Baixes told, 
me, As to a Pardon, I might have it in two or three days: He deſired to 
know my Chriſtian name, which 1 conceived was with an intention to get a 
Pardon ; a thing never. in my thoughts, but' Mr, Bazzes formerly mention- 
edit tome; and truly Idid not know what I might ſtand in need of,or what 
they would fix upon me in our diſcourſe. EE : 
Mr.. Baines told me, :he had the night before been with oe b Lord Halifax 
and Lord Hyde: now they thought they had prevailed with me, and were 
mightie chearful. Before I parted from:them, my Wife coming to me, told 
me, Mr. Booth had been mightie urgent with her, to engage me to come in 
a Witneſs; and then told her, I ſhould have five hundred pounds'/per- 4wnum 
ſettled upon me : But what grounds he had for this, I know not ; for all 
perſons that know her, know. her to be a perſon of unqueſtionable Repure. 
Nor did I queſtion the performance ; for Ithought what I could fay, would 
not deſerve it: neither could I tell, why af uld think me ſach a man, 
as they would have me:to be ; forT ever hated to be a Witneſs or a Jurie-man 
all my time. | I conceive Mr. Booth thought 1 might be- wrought upon, be- 
cauſe I had great misfortunes, and that this was a readie way. to repair me. 
_ Odd. the 13th, 1681, This day I had a Waiter ſent me, about eleven ag 
clock,. todefire:me to. go to Mr. Weaver's houſe ; which I did : There was 
-Mr. Booth and Mr. Bazxes. who told me, they fent for me to dine withthem. 
I had,no deſire to have any. Table-talk with them; 1 deſired to be excuſed, - 
and alſo promiſed to ſee them after dinner: Mr. Baines told me, Mr, Graham 
was not far off, and would be there; and that he was ſent by ſome of the 
Council to diſcourſe me. Mr. Baines told me, on Tueſday-night he was at 
Court with my Lord Halifax and Lofd Hyde, and the two Secretaries of 
;State, and that they enquired who knew me : He replied, Mr. Graham, who 
was ſent for : they askt him as to my Reputation : they askt him if he knew 
.me, and how long : He faid, About twentie years: They enquired: of him 
concerning me. He told me, Mr. Grahamanſwered, I had ſerved his Majeſtie 


and hisFather in er qe and beyond Sea faithfully, and that I was a very 
| 


honeſt man; and alſo that I was a great Sufferer, and that I had received 


. great Diſappointments, and bad cgn ill dealt with by ſome that belonged 


to the Court, as in particular, Mr. Edward Progers ; and that they 
thodiſts 


' Mr. Graham to come over to the Xings-bench, and to afſure me, that I 
requires for my Sufferings : Alfoto take me over with him to the King,where 
I 


ould have the Promule of his Majeſtic for the ſame, and the opportunitie , - 
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SF 
todeclare my former Gricvances, and receive his Royal Word and Promiſe. 
for my Reward .and Sufferings. Afﬀrer this Diſcourſe, Mr. Graham came in, 
who told me the fame things as above; and that I might be aſſured of rhoſe” 
things from the King; alſo rhar he had an Order to carrie me to his Majeſtie. | 
I told him, I could fay nothing, 'neither would I go to Whirehat ; fort had ta- 
ken a Reſolution againſt going to Whitehal : it was hard preſſed for my go- 
ing thither. ' I deſired tojbe excuſed; for if I could fay any thing, I muſt 
te guiltie my ſelf : But he told me, Whether I was ot not, I might be recom- 
penced for my Sufferings : Upon which I took my leave,and went away not 
well pleaſed;that for my requiral T ſhould be rhought an ill man,or a Traitor. 

That on Ofober the Fourteenth, x 68x. Mr. Boorh came to meabout eleven 
a clock, to the' Aſygs-bench : We walk'd in the Garden about an hour : His 
Eufineſs was, to know my mind, 'whether'T would go yoluntarily tothe King, 
or not. He alſo told me,that MrWilſon,my Lord Shaftsbury's Secretarie,that 
was itt the Gatehouſe , had ſent to the Council to inform them, "That if he 
might have his Pardon, he would come in; and declare his Knowledge ; and 
therefore he would have ms to have the honour to- be the firſt Ditcoverer.' - 
T told him, I had no buſineſs at Whitehal. Then hetold me, it was intended 
that Mr. Graham ſhould be at his Lodging this Afternoon, to ſee if I would go 
tothe King ; if not, my Lord Chiet Juſtice Warrant would be fent to com- 
pel me to appear at his Chamber, where there would be ſome of the Council 
to examine me and {wear me. He alſo.told me, that the Duke of Tork had a 
great Eſtate in Jrelaxd,. andthat he would give me five hundred pounds per 
Annum there, beſides all former Promiſes, to be ſetled upon me and my Hears, 
if I would come in a Witneſs againſt my Lord Shaftsbary. I told him, they 
might meet with many perſons in this Age, that would accept of ſuchOt 
fers. I told him, if I had anything toſay, it'was the moſt proper-rime in 
Court, for me and Witneſſes to ipeak their Knowledge. I told him, I did 
not know but the preſence of a King and his Promiſes, might make a man 
fay more than what was true, or than he could fay fairly in a Court. Mr. 
Booth ask'd me, if I did not ride with my Sword and Piſtols out of Town 
with my -Lord Shaftshury, when he' went to Oxford 2 T toJd him I did ; 1 
could not do leſs than wait upon-him out-of Town, who had been fo kind, 
with the reſt of the Lords Proprietors,to do me the honour to make me their 
Governour for the Countrie of Caro/iza. He then told me, I muſt needs be 
privieto this, That if his Majeſty would not paſs three Afts, One for Excluding the 
Duke of York ; the next, for making void the Aft of Queen Elizabeth againi# 
Recuſancy ; and a third, for Uniting Proteſtant Subjefts ; then by force of Arms 
he was to be compelled. He told me, all the Council was fatisfied 1 knew 
this, and as much as any perſon,in regard that both my LordShaftsbury and 
my ſelf was diſguſted at Court. He faid,the Council knew I was a Souldier, 
and was. ſatisfied I was toaCt in that Concern. I begun now to conſider what 
a Fortune was now promisd, and what a good Addition this five hundred 
pounds. Additional from the Duke of 7ork would make tothe former Promi- 
ſes. Andatter he was gone, I acquainted my Wite, and told her how great 
a perſon ſhe was like to be : But this was no News to her ; for Mr. Booth 
had often been deſiring her, for her own good, to engage me in this honon- 
_rable Service. Thus theſe things in our Troubles ſerved us tobe merrie with, 
toconſider how eaſily we were like to leap into an Eſtate : But all this time 
we was not without tear and danger of enjoying it, or any part of .it, much 
leſs of intailing it upon our Poſteritie. 

Oob.1 5.168 1.This day,about eleven aclock,Mr.Booth came again to me to 
the Kings-bench,to know if I yet would go to Whitehal: I demanded,For what ? 
" He told me,To Evidence againſt t:1c Earl of Shaftsbury. I told him,l _—_ no-

thing to ſay againſt him. -He importuned me not to loſe this great Opportunity- 
I now had. Before we parted, *Mr. Baines came to' us; | defired to know" why 
they ſhould be ſo urgent to have me a Witneſs. He told me, there wete' none 
but 1r;ſh Witneſſes yet to come againſt my Lord Shaftsbivry, and'they were not Per- 
ſons of Credit; but if I would come in, although | had been unfortunate in' my: 
Private Concerns, yet I was not blemiſh'd in my Credit. Mr. Baines told me{j/ if 
I would not go to Whitehall, the Marſhal had a Habeas Corpus from my Lord 
Chief Juſtice Pemberton, to carry me. So we parted. 5468 
About Four a Clock in the afternoon, the Marſhal came with Mr. Booth and 
Mr. Baines, to require me to go along with him. I demanded, Whither 2 He 
told me to WhitchL { demanded to ſee his Warrant: He ſhew*d it me. Now [ 
was forced to obey. After my comming thither, in a little time I was called in' 
to Mr. Secretary Fenkins's Office, where he and my Lord Conway was, who ſtridt- 
ly, but very fairly and honeſtly, Examined. me about my Lord Shaftsbury,' and” 
what.I knew of any Deſign againſt his Majeſty. I told them, as I did tothe for- 
mer Attackers, I knew nothing. Great'Argdments were uſed ; but I could give 
no ſatisfattory Anſwer, as was ( I conceived ) expefted. After this His Ma- 
zeſty came into the Office : When He ſaw me, He was pleaſed to do me the Ho- 
nour to ſay, He knew me well, and that I had ſerved His Father and His Ma- 
jeſty faithfully, and He hoped I would not decline my Obedience. To which 1 an- 
ſwered, | never deſerved to be ſuſpected. His Majeſty was pleaſed to tell 
me, He had not had the Opportunity/to ſerve His ama, +2 He might : He 
was pleaſed to promiſe to.conſider for me my Sufferings.. Then His Majeſty began 
to Examine me; ( if 1 had been exhorted by 'the beſt Divine in England; he could 
not have ſaid more than His Majeſty) in tellipg me, what Kindneſs was 'in-' 
tended me, was not with a deſign to invite- me to ſpeak 'a Word but Truth it: 
ſelf; and that 'if He knew 1 did, or any Perſon ,' His Majeſty wonld never 
endure them. Then His Majeſty demanded, What 1 knew of a Defign.againft' 
His Perſon and Government ? I truly toJd His Majeſty, That 1 knew nothing of 
any Plot or Deſign againſt His Majeſty or Government z That I admired why L 


- + ſhould be ſuſpeed, that had ſerved His Majeſty and His Father'in England and ' 


beyond-Sea, and was as Inſtrumental as any Perſon in His Majeſties Reſtorati-' 
on - But ſome Perſons had poſleſſed His Majeſty, I was deep in ſome Deſign againſt 
the Government, and knew much of my.Lord Shaftsbury : So His Majeſty ſeem- 
ed not to be ſatisfied, but ſtill prciſed hard upon me. To all His Majeſties 
Queſtions, I copld give no Anſwer'that would fatisfie.” "Ther his Majeſty was 
Pleaſed to tell me, If I would" ſay, As-1 hope to be ſaved," I knew nothing of any 
Deſign againſt His Perſon, He would believe me+; which I did tay, in thoſe very 
Words : which His Majeſty ſeemed -to wonder at. Then | was left to-'Mr.' 
Secretary Fenkirs, who was pleaſed to uſe ſuch arguments as he thought fit. I 
told him,- 1 knew my Duty to His Majefty, I would not draw a Sword againſt. 
Him ; but I could freely do. it againſt ſome of the Court, that were Enemies * 
to His Majeſty and: his Friends ; and ſo 1 was diſmiſs'd our of the Office. Then 
I was carried into another Room , where His Majeſty, my Lord Chancellor, 
Lord Hallifax, Lord Hyde, the two Secretaries of State was, and the Lord _ 
Chief- Juſtice Pemberton: Where I was Examined, - Mr. Graham, Mr. Booth; and 
Mr. Baipes preſent. "7 Lord Chancellor was ſharp upon me with ſeveral. 
Queſtions ,, which 'I could give no Anſwer to. Content thus I was to run the 
Gantler from one Place to another. ' My Lord Chancellor wonld not believe but 
1 muſt be guilty of knowing great things againſt my Lord Shaftsbury. F told 
him, 1f I could not be believed upon my Word there, if they pleaſed to” bring 
my Lord Shaftsbury upon- his Trial, 1 would declare it in open Court upon 
Oath what my Knowledge was, without any hopes 'of ' Gzjn or Adyance- 
ment. My Lord Chancellor, | thank him, he did me t Equity, to tell 
me, There were Two forts of Advancements; I need not give my elf that 
trouble, for I was-like to come to my Trial my ſelf before my Lord Shafeſ- 
bury. My Lord Chancellor demanded of me , ff I had no Comiſſion for this 
New Service againſt His Majeſty. 1 told him, No. Then he told me, I was to have - 
a Troop to conſiſt of Fifty men. 1 told him, that was a ſmall Troop ; I hoped, thae 
if ever 1 had a Command of a Troop, it ſhould bea better than that : but Idefired 
to know who gave that Information. He told me, Mr. Booth, who was (by, and was) 
liſted under me. 1 deſired Mr. Booth to tell me if he had' given this Information, 
and made this Oath ? He told me, Yes, and it was trne.. I was unconcerned, and

am, knowing my ſelf not guilty : for I proteſt, in the preſence of Almighty God, 


by whom 1 expect to be judged, | never had a word with Mr. Booth, or any. other 
Perſon, in my whole Life, tending to any ſuch thing : For at the ſame time that he 


ſaidthis was to be, which was when the Parliament was to be laſt at Oxford, I had 


taken-on a Ship for Caroline, where I'was to go Governour, a Buſinels more to my 
content than any Military Employ, eſpecially againſt His Majeſty and the Goyerg- 


ment. But I conceived.this was in hopes of Reward, and to ſhew his Loyalty; 


for which, I believe, he will neither be regarded nor rewarded. l told the 
Council, if they had ſuch another Witneſs, they might do my buſineſs. I thank 
God, I am not afraid of him, nor Twenty more ſuch Witneſles, if they come 
againſt me z for *tis well: known, he hath been accuſed and condemned for Clip- 
ping and Coining,: beſides Murder ; for which he had: His Majeſties Gracious Par- 
don, as I have been informed. I am glad live in ſuch:days, wherein Juries con- 
ceive they are Judges as to matter of Fact; for, if they were-not, I am ſatisfied, 
in this Swearing Age, many an honeſt Man would be forced to march before they 
know either Rank or File. At the ſame time 1 told my Lord Chancellor, If any ho. 
neſt Man would come and witneſs againſt me, I would never deſire His Majeſties 
Pardon; or ever will. Let all the World judge how unlikely it is, that I ſhould 
be thus concerned, when 1 had about Twenty eight Men ſervants, Four or Five 
Women-ſervants, beſides my Wife, Three Sons, (of which, Two had beea in 
His Mzjeſties Service at Sea,) and one Davghter, all the Children I have; prepared, 


and lay at my Charge; - intending for Carolina, and thought my ſelf happy, and was: | 


reſolved to: leave England, with reſolution to ſee-if 1 could find a People that 
lefs Wit and more Honeſty than 1 have found in my own Country, ; where, I muſt 


needs ſay, 1 bave: found very unfaithful Dealings: amongſt ſuch as account them- - 


ſelves Perſons of Honour' and Quality : But truly, when 1 thonght:1 had made my 


ſelf almoſt ready for my intended Voyage, I found' my ſelf like a man bewitched, ' 


that could neither budge nor ſtir /until at laſt ſome-Debts that I was bound for 


fell upoa me, and others -of my own encreaſed, being /burthened with a great. 
Charge, which unexpeCftedly put a ſtop, at preſent, to my intended Voyage. I 
_ did always intend to leave England Honeſtly and Honoucably :- Thoſe things fell ſo. 


unexpectedly, that -my ſelf and Wife concluded thege was a Divine hand in it.

Farvis James Gent. do. declare; That the abowe-mamed Captain Hebry Wilkin- 
_ ſen came to. me upon . Tweſdey. the Eleventh of Offober, 1681. in the Evening, 
K and did then, and likewiſe every day from time'to time afterwards, make 


me acquainted with the ſeveral Treaties and Tranſations between him the ſaid 


Captain Hemry Wilkinſov, and Mr. Baines, Mr. Booty, and Mr. Graham, and the ſeve- 


ral other Perſons in this his Information mentioned; and that they were thie very 


ſame. in ſubſtance with what he hath herein ſec forth and declared : for at his re-: 
queſt, and my-own ſatisfaction, I kept a daily Journal during the time of their trea- - 


ting. All which ſhall be atteſted upon Oath when required, -
